-Love, to God the Father; as the Spring 
of his Munificente to his Crentnres : Or;,' 
that -which mov'd him ro fend his onely' 
begotten Son into the World to'ſave Be- 
lievers. 

Grace is here «ſcribed to thi Za Teſte , 
as' that which eag?'d him on, to 'give' his 
Life a Ranſom for many, and'to die fo 
freely for the EſriF. 

We firther read of the ' Communion of 
the Holy Gho# ; becauſe by the blyſſtd Spi-" 
rit, the Father -#nd the Son” do'beftow or 
convey their Love and' Grace to all the 
Sarnts. 

Fhrugh all the Perſons in the glorious 
Trinity ith equal in Effence, Majeſty, Glory, 
and Durarin ; yet from this Verſe we may 
remark, That there is 

A difference in their Order of Subſiſt- 
ing ; on which account the Father is be. 
fore the Son, and the Redeemer precedes 
the Holy Cho#t. 

Thus God the Father ( the firft Perſon ) 
has the foundation of Perfonal Snbfiſtence 

from

from himſelf; God the Son receives it 
from the Father, and God the Holy Gho$.. 
from both. 

To intimate an Order .in the Trinity 
therefore, perhaps we find, that the Sox in 
ſome Texts of Scripture is mentioned be- 
fore the Father; ſo in the words read; 
ſometimes the Holy Gho# is nominated 
before the Farher, Epheſ. 2.18. We have ac- 
ceſs by one Spirit unto the Father : Or he is. 
ſpoken of before Feſwus Chris, Revel, 1. 4. 
Grace be to you from the ſeven Spirits, i. e, 
from that Holy Gho# whoſe. Gifts are va- 
rious, and from Jeſus Christ, v. 5. 

Bur although on the account of Relati- 
on,or with regard to the Order of Subſiſt- 
ence,one of theſe infinite Perſons is ſet be- 
fore another, yet we may not derogate the 
leaſt Prnfihio from the Immenſity of ei- 
ther of them 3 any low Thoughts of this 
nature, would be an, attempt to disfigure 
the beautiful, Aſpect. of the Trinwy; or to 
diminiſh their adorable Perfections.

When we affirm there are Three Per- 

ſons 1 the Godhead, 1. e. the Divine Efſeace 
may be conceiv'd by us as modified three 
Ways. 
1. As the Fountain or Principle of the 
Deny : Thus It is the Firſt Perſon, or the 
Father, who1s not the Caſe, but the Prin- 
ciple of the Godhead. The beginning of a 
Thing is not neceſſarily its Cauſe, e. g. 
The firſt Point in a Line, is not the Cauſe 
thereof : Neither have the Son and the 
Holy Gho#t any principle of Time, but of 
Order ; no Commencement of Duration, 
but of Proceeding, or Origine. 

2. If we apprehend the Divine Nature 
as ſtreaming forth from the Father ; then 
It 1s the Second glorious Perſon. 583 

3. If we regard the Eſſence of God, as 
breathed forth by the Father and the'Sor ; 
this we call the Holy Gbo#.
